Someone has said that mi?*Ionf arc a. mUd way of religious persecution 
la that It is claimed th.tt It is the foisting of ones opinion upon another who 
ha« a. different romt of view. But when interpreted In the light of tho5« 
Wbo axti thinklns: rarr.c#Uy on the matter it catt bo seen that there is no 
-folaUng of opinion and there is no awful calamity held out for the future 
life It the belief is not accepted. 

To say that Christlanllj- is the onUv way of life is prcMimplicu*» and still 
wore presumptlous to s.\y that we in the West are an cxamplo of what 
Christianity doe* for a nation. Going to the wttreme. It Is when somo people 
conceive of the Idea that wc as a people arc tho onof who should Impart the 
only way of life to others. If the world wore to follow the West It would be 
in a pretty .'ta:i\ tc- we as a people have yet to learn the way to live and to 
obtain the fulleyt in life. 

There is rather n ".•.-.a .••.■!iir*>s*iv'>n of what Chri.»ti.in;ty is when cne looks 
SÎ the Church in general. What is really being taupht is Churchlanlty rathJr 
thaa Christiaaity. Following their intcrpreUtJon of the teachings of Christ

".Much has bcon done by the medi- 
cal faeully nnd by individual doctors, 
but no public Mii'por! lias been given. 
The tlinu is coming when wc should 
do more. Much can be accompllahed 
by public inoncy, .support, iiml cnthus- 
iaam. If wo leave It for other people 
to cope wiih. ivhen M'icceii.'; I'innllv 
comes, with shame we will not share 
In It." 

"We must leaeh iha public to bo able 
10 distinguish between rcltablo doctors 
and finaeUs. In our own dependable 
doctors, and in them only can we con- 
fide. In every hospilal of England there 
Is research goingr on in this subject. 
No more notoworthy work is being 
done anywhere than in tho United 
Sta tes." 

"No problim will moan as much lo 
humanity as the solution of cancor," 
said Dr. 1.,eacock In conclusion. 

Dr. A. B. M .callum, head of the De- 
partnicn' of Dio-ohemlstr.v, made a 
few remarks, fol'owing tho.io of Dr, 
Gers 1er. He said that the work done *jy 
the United States Association of which 
Dr. Gerster is a representative outdid 
al". possible praise. 

'"I'-ew oeoiilo reali"" the e.xtremo n"' 
which one has to go through in the 
process of the disease," "Korttinatoly a 
great many cases of cancer can bç 
treated auccesstii'Iy. Years ago they 
did not daic to operate except on sur- 
face cases. 1 am a believer In research." 

"Are wo to finy that we cannot lo 
anything more for cancer, and assign 
people to the death chair'/ No, I be- 
liovo that I'e.'-oarfli work will help. { 
am still an optiniial after all these 
years."
